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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed amendment to claim 1 to define where the oxidizing agent is coated, "to coat all parts of the space 
portion in which the distance between the electrodes is smaller than 30 urn", raises new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search by the Examiner, because it changes the scope of the claims as to where the oxidizing agent is placed, and thus changes the 
requirements for the 35 USC 103 rejection, for example. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1) applicant's arguments are directed at the 
claims as proposed to be amended. Since that amendment has not be entered, as discussed in Box 3 above, the Final Rejection of 
3/13/08 stands for the reasons given in the Final Rejection. (2) As to the IDS statement of March 13, 2008, the Examiner notes that the 
"Japanese Language Office Action" document has not been considered because it is entirely in Japanese and no English language 
summary has been provided. 
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
